The fact is that in these days of | 
remendous developments, historical 
landmarks are being wiped out one | 
after the other. Buildings which | 
have stood for centuries are turned} 
over to the housewreckers, and are| 
torn down In a few days. A few} 


scarcely noticed lines in the metro-/ 
politan press may herald their pass- | 
ing. The bored reader will think: | 
‘Enough of thés old stuff, let’s see’ 
the news.”’ 

In the outskirts of Flatbush there 


is an old Dutch farmhouse which 
has resisted the advancing tide of 
progress Longe since, its more pre- 


tentious contemporaries on Manhat- 
tan Island have been leveled. It is 
the oldest house in New York City 
and probably holds that distinction 
for the entire State. Of all the 
early Dutch IKheomesteads, this one 
certainly is the best preserved In its 
original condition. 

Many, many years ago, in 1656 to 
be exact, a Dutch pirate ship an- 
chored in what was known as Old 
Rockaway Iniet at the mouth of 
Jamaica Bay. The Captain got into 
a small boat with some of his crew 


and rowed a little distance up the 
creek. The sun had already set 
when he came to the shore, and 


tradition has it, that he was warned 
away by the ghost of one of Hen- 


ry Hudson’s sailors whose grave 
is near by. But ghosts, in those 
rough days, were all in the pirate 
game. Our dauntless Captain, Jan 


Martinse Schenck Van Nydeck was 
his euphonious name, treated it as 
part of the day’s work. He con- 
tinued his. exploration of the inlet, 
and, apparently satisfied that he had 
found what he was looking for, re- 
turned to his ship, and sailed for 
Holland on the following day.

It was there that the Major was cap- 





tured by Captain William Mariner 
in his midnight dash against Flat- 
bush. We can readily imagine the 
astonishment of the British officer 
when he found himself in the hands 
of an American Captain whom he 
had captured and released on parole 
only @ few days earlier. 

The war proved to be a boon to 
many of the thrifty Iutch farmers 
of Ftatbush Their produce was 
very rmuch in demand, and they suc- 
ceeded in getting as high as a dollar 
a pound for thelr flour from the 
redcoats while the latter were haa-

realism can sweceed in dissipating it. 
Great charm hangs about the old 
Mutch farmhouses built by the early 
settlers in New Netherland. They 
are entirely @ifferent from those of 
any other time or country and have 
even little resemblance to those in 
Holland. With plenty of room if 
the new colomies, the Dutch settlers 
built their mew homes to suit their 
needs. This essential fitness to the 
requirements of the times is well 
seen in the Schenck homestead, and, 
whether the tales of his piratical ex- 
pioits that have come down to us 
are true or mot, the Dutch skipper 
left a well-Dbulit home that has re- 
quired but Hittle alteration since he 
set sail on hie last voyage. 

No time was wasted in wunneces- 
sary embellishments, so dear to mod- 
ern builders. The simplicity of the 
Plan and comastruction of the house 
is the chief cause of its charm and 
character. It consists of the main 
building an@ a rear wing with a 
stone additiom. Built of heavy wide 
boards on a stone foundation, it has 
a picturesque steep roof. The walls 
are now covered with ivy. 

The entramce to the maim house 
opens into a wide hallway in the 
centre. On either side are large 
rooms with low ceilings supported by 
heavy oak beams, taken from the 
hull of a ship. These roush-hewn 
beams rest om ship knees, and are 
in a fine state of preservation. In 
the large livimg room on the right 
is a huge fireplace, though it is now 
boarded up amd a modern coal stove
